PASSAGES FROM THE “PERSONAL HISTORY OF LORD BACON,” 
BY WILLIAM HEPWORTH DIXON. 


BACON’S COURTSHIP. 

In the flush of this triumph, with his fame now fixed, and with a 
great place, won by himself, not tossed to him by a patron, within reach 
of his hand (not, as Lord Campbell says, when he is poor and down in 
the summer of the Queen’s death), he begs the lady of his love to name 
her day. Three years ago they were pledged to each other; he could 
have made her Lady Bacon then, or at any time since then; but he hes 
hoped to give to his bride a more settled fortune and a more illustrious 
name. Renown beyond the dreams of woman he can give her. Nor 
is he poor in those worldly gifts which girls are taught to covet even 
more than character and fame. Besides the grants bestowed on him 
by Elizabeth, the reversian in the Star Chamber (vot yet fallen in), and 
the leases of Cheltenham and Charlton Kings, of the Pitts and T en- 
ham Park, the death of poor Anthony (dead of the vices and excesses 
caught from his noble friend) has given him Gorhambory and the lands 
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after years, he will build Verulam House by the pond, taking his house, 
as he says, to the water, when the water will no longer flow to his

BACON'S WEDDING. 


The day is named: the 10thof May. By help of Sir Dudley Carle- 
ton we may look upon the pleasant scene, upon the pretty bride, the 
jovial knight, the romping girls, and the merry company, as through a 
glass. Feathers and lace light up the rooms in the Strand. Cecil has 
been warmly engaged to come over from Salisbury House. Three of 
his gentlemen, Sir Walter Cope, Sir Baptist Hicks, and Sir Hugh Beeston, 
hard drinkers and men about town, strut over in his stead, flaunting in 
their swords and plumes; yet the prodigal bridegroom, sumptuous in his 
tastes as in his genius, clad in a suit of Genoese velvet, purple from cap 
to shoe, outbraves them all. The bride, too, is richly dight; her whole 
dowry seeming to be piled upon her in cloth of silver and ornaments of 
gold. The wedding rite is performed at St. Marylebone Chapel, two 
miles from the Strand, among the lanes and suburbs winding towards 
the foot of Hampstead Hill. Who that is blessed with any share of 
sympathy or poetry cannot see how that glad and shining party ride to 
the rural church on that sunny 10th of May? how the girls will laugh 
and Sir John will joke, as they wind through lanes now white with the 
thorn and the bloom of pears; how the bridesmaids scatter rosemary 
and the groomsmen struggle for the kiss? Who cannot imagine that 
dinner in the Strand, though the tiny hunchback Earl of Salisbury has 
not come over*to Sir John’s lodging to taste the cheer or kiss the bride ? 
We know that the wit is good, for Bacon is there; we may trust Sir 
John for the quality of his wine. 


THE BRIDE’S DOWRY. 


Alice brings to her husband two hundred and twenty pounds a 
year, with a further claim, on her mother’s death, of one hundred and 
forty pounds a year. As Lady Pakingtoa long outlived Bacon, that in- 
crease never came into his hands. Two hundred and twenty pounds a 
year is his wife’s whole fortune. What is not spent in lace and satins 
for her bridal dress, he allows her to invest for her separate use. From 
his own estate he settles on her five hundred pounds a year. Now, in 
what sense can a marriage in which there seems to be a good deal of 
love, and in which there certainly is no great tlash of money, be called, 
on Bacon's side, a mercenary match. 


A ROMANTIC STORY. 


After Lady Arabella’s death in the tower, a whisper flew abroad 
that her romantic marriage had not been altogether barren; that she 
had given birth to a child while confined in Sir Thomas Parry’s house at 
Lambeth ; and that this heir of the Seymours was still alive. The story 
has a deep and romantic interest. If there be such a child, it stands 
very near the throne—uniting, as it must, in one head the rival claims 
of the Seymour and Lennox lines of descent from Henry the Seventh ; 
therefore a rival, as some folks think, to the King’s own children, and 
one who may become truly formidable should the rickety Prince of 
Wales not live. Such a birth was not unlikely in itself. The Lady 
Arabella was only thirty-six when she fell in love and secretly gave her 
hand to William Seymour. They were married weeks before their 
amour was discovered. Even when parted by force, their love and wit 
found means for meeting. Even when Seymour was in the Tower, he 
so far won upon his jailer by his youth, his misery, or his gold, that he 
was frequently allowed to go up the river and see his wife. Nothing, 
therefore, in the tale of a child having been born to all this love appears 
improbable to men who fear or hate the King, while the motives for 
concealment, if it has been born, are clear to all. James is profouudly 
moved. A new Perkin Warbeck menaces his throne. True or false, 
the story is a serious fact for James and for his dynasty: not less grave 
for them if false than true; unless it can be wholly and for ever rooted 
out from the minds vf men. Hence the commission. For a time the 
mystery defies even Bacon’s subtlety of search and proof. It is always 
hard to prove a negative—most hard in such a case as this. The com- 
missioners may convince themselves; they have to convincé a credulous 
world, at the risk of leaving that world open to seduction by any knave 
who may choose to play his head against a crown. They send for Sey- 
mour, who knows nothing or will tell them nothing. They send for 
Sir John Keys and Dr. Mountford, physicians to the royal lady. They 
question Edward Kirton and Edward Reeves, her body servants. None 
of these will own to knowledge of the birth of any child. Such evi- 
dehce is, however, far from decisive. Where are Lady Arabella’s wait- 
ing-women? It is known that, while imprisoned in Parry’s house, Ara- 

"3 waiting-woman was called Ann Bradshaw. Ann has dropped 
out of sight, though no one thinks that she is dead. Where is she? 
The Seymours don’t know, Her old friends and fellow-se-vants don’t 
know. Such a fact is of itself suspicions. Is the missing maid watch- 





ing over the missing child? There must be an end of these questions. 
If alive, and between the four seas, Ann must be found: for on her tes- 
timony hang the chances of a civil war. A search through every shire 
from Exe to Tweed discovers her in Duftield—an obscure village lost 
among the snows of the Peak. Though old, full of aches and pains, her 
memory is good: she remembers everything about her unhappy mis- 
tress, was with her day and night in Parry’s house, and is positive she 
never had a child. The local magistrates dare not jolt her off to Lon- 
don through the wirter cold, the doctors saying she would die on the 
road. A message speeds to Bacon. Not an hour is to be lost; the weal 
of millions hangs on the words of this sick creature; so he mounts for 
Dfiftield Sir Clement Edmondes, a trusty Clerk of the Privy Council, to 
see the woman and take her important evidence on oath. Clement 
sends in his report. The tale sworn by the waiting-woman convinces 
the commissioners and the Council that the rumor of a young Seymour, 
born of Lady Arabella, being in existence, is a lie. In witness of this 
inquiry, and of this result, James causes an elaborate statement of the 
facts to be inserted in the Council Register, signed by George Abbott, 
Thomas Howard, Ralph Winwood, and Francis Bacon. The search 
which satisfies the Council seems to satisfy mankind. It is, indeed, 
amazing that, during all the troubles and illusions of the succeeding 
forty years, no one ever assumed the character of Lady Arabella’s son. 





SCOTTISH WIT AND HUMOR. 


From “ Reminiscences of Scottish Life and Character,” by E. B. Ramsay, 
Dean of Edinburgh. 

On high authority it has been declared that no such thing as wit ex- 
ists among us. What has no existence can have no change. We cannot 
be said to have lost a. quality which we never possessed. Many of my 
readers are no doubt familiar with what Sidney Smith declared on this 
point, aud certainly on the question of wit he must be considered an 
authority. “He used to say (1 am almost ashamed to repeat it), “It re- 
quires a surgical operation to get a joke well into a Scotch understand- 
ing. Their only idea of wit, which prevails occasionally in the north, and 
which, under the name of Wet, is so infinitely distressing to people of 
good taste, is laughing immoderately at stated intervals.” Strange lan- 
guage touse of acountry which has produced Smollett, Burns, Scott, 
Galt, and Wilson, all remarkable for the humor diffused throngh their 
writings. Indeed, we may fairly ask, have they equals in this respect 
amongst English writers? Charles Lamb had the same notion, or, I 
should rather say, the same prejudice, about Scottish people not being 
accessible to wit; and he tells a story of what happened to himself in 
corroboration of the opinion. He had been asked to a party, and one 
object of the invitation had been to meet a son of Burns. When he ar- 
rived, Mr. Burns had not made his appearance, and in the course of con- 
versation regarding the family of the poet, Lamb, in his lack-a-daisical 
kind of manner, said “I wish it had been the father instead of the son; ” 
upon which four Scotchmen present with one voice exclaimed, ‘ That’s 
impossible, for he’s dead.” Now, there will be dull men and matter-of 
fact men everywhere who do not take a joke or enter into a jocular al- 
lusion ; but surely, as a general remark, this is far from being a natural 
quality of our country. Sydney Smith and Charles Lamb say so. But 
at the risk of being considered presumptuous, I will say I think them 
entirely mistaken. I should say that there was, on the contrary, a strong 
connection between the Scottish temperament, and, call it if you like, 
humor if it is not wit. And what is the difference? My readers may 
not be afraid that they are to be led through a labyrinth of metaphysi- 
cal distinctions between wit and humor. I have read Dr. Campbell’s 
dissertation on the difference in his philosophy of rhetoric, I have read 
8. Smith’s own two lectures, but I confess 1am not much the wiser. 
Professors of rhetoric, no doubt, must have such discussions, but when 
you wish to be amused by the thing itself, it is somewhat disappointing 
to be presented with metaphysical analysis. It is like instituting an ex- 
amination of the glass and cork of a champagne bottle, and a chemical 
testing of the wine. In the very process the volatile and sparkling 
draught which was to delight the palate, has become like ditch water, 
vapid and dead. What I mean is, that, call it wit or humor, or what you 
please, there is a school of Scottish pleasantry, amusing and characteris- 
tic beyond all other. Don’t think of analysing its nature, or the quali- 
ties of which it is composed ; enjoy its quaint and amusing flow of oddity 
and fun; as we may, for instance, suppose it to have flowed on that 
eventful night so joyously described by Burns :— 


“ The souter tauld his queerest stories, 
The landlord’s laugh was ready chorus.” 


Or we may think of the delight it gave the good Mr. Balwhidder, when 
he tells, in his “ Annals of the Parish,” of some such story, that it was a 
* jocosity that was just a kittle to hear.” When I speak of changes in 
such Scottish humor which have taken place, I refer to a particular sort 
of humor, and I speak of the sort of feelings that belongs to Scottish 
pleasantry,—which is sly, and cheery, and pawky. It is, undoubtedly, 
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a humor that depends a good deal upon the vehicle in which the story 
is conveyed. If, as we have said, our quaint dialect is passing away, 
and our national eccentric points of character, we must expect to find 
much of the peculiar humor allied with them to have passed away also. 
In other departments of wit and repartee, and acute hits at men and 
things, Scotchmen (whatever S. Smith may have said to the contrary) 
are equal to their neighbors, and, so far as I know, may have gained 
rather than lost. But this peculiar humor of which I now speak has 
uot, in our day, the scope and development which were permitted to it 
by the former generation. A i 

is kept down by the usages and feelings of society. For examples of it 
cin its full force at any rate) we must go back to a race who are depart- 
ed. One remark, however, has occurred to me in regard to the speci- 
mens we have of this kind of humor, viz., that they do not always pro- 
ceed from the wit or the cleverness of any of the individuals concerned 
in them. The amusement comes from the circumstances, from the con- 
currence or combination of the ideas, and in many cases from the mere 
expressions which describe the facts. The humor of the narrative is 
unquestionable, and yet no one has tried to be humorous. In short, it is 
the Scottishness that gives the zest. The same ideas differently expound- 
ed might have no point at all. There is, for example, something highly 
original in the notions of celestial mechanics entertained by an honest 
Scottish Fife lass regarding the theory of comets. Having occasion to 
go out after dark, and having observed the brilliant comet then visible, 
(1858, ) she ran in with breathless haste to the house, calling on her fel- 
low-servants to “Come oot and see a new star that hasna got its tail 
cuttit aff yet!” Exquisite astronomical speculation! Stars, like pup- 
pies, are born with tails, and in due time havathem docked. Take an 
example of a story where there is no display of any one’s wit or humor, 
and yet it is a good story, and one can’t exactly say why :—An English 
traveller hac gone on a fine highland road so long, without having seen 
an indication of fellow-travellers, that he became astonished at the soli- 
tude of the country; and no doubt before the Highlands were so much 
frequented as they are in our time, the roads had a very striking aspect 
of solitariness. Our traveller at last coming up to an old man breaking 
stones, he asked him if there was any traffic on this road—was it at ad/ 
frequented? “Aye,” he said, “it’s no ill at that; there was a cadger 
body yestreen, and there’s yoursell the day.” No English version of the 
story could have half such amusement, or half so quaint a character. An 
answer, even s!ill more characteristic, is recorded to have been given by 
a countryman to a traveller. Being doubtful of his way, he inquired if 
he were on the right road to Dunkeld. With some of his national in- 
quisitiveness about strangers, the countryman asked his inquirer where 
he came from. Offended at the liberty, as he considered it, he sharply 
reminded the man that where he came from was nothing to him; but 
all the answer he got, was the quiet rejoinder, * Indeed, it’s just as little 
to me whar ye’r gaen’.” A friend has told me of an answer highly cha- 
racteristic of this dry and unconcerned quality, which he heard given to 
a fellow-traveller. A gentleman sitting opposite to him in the stage- 
coach at Berwick, complained bitterly that the cushion on which he sat 
was quite wet. On looking up to the roof he saw a hole through which 
the rain descended copiously, and at once accounted for the mischief. He 
called for the coachman, and in great wrath reproached him with the 
evil under which he suffered, and pointed to the hole which was the 
cause of it. All the satisfaction, however, that he got, was the quiet 
unmoved reply, “ Ay, mony aane has complained o’ that hole.” Another 
anecdote I heard from a gentleman who vouched for the truth, which 
is just a case where the narrative has its humor, not from the wit which 
is displayed, but from that dry matter-of-fact view of things peculiar to 
some of our countrymen. The friend of my informant was walking in a 
street of Perth, when, to his horror, he saw a workman fall from a roof 
where he was mending slates, right upon the pavement. By extraordi- 
nary good fortune he was not killed, and, on the gentleman going up to 
his assistance, and exclaiming with much excitement, ‘ God bless me, are 
you much hurt?” all the answer he got was the cool rejoinder, “ On the 
contrary, sir.” A similar matter-of-fact answer was made by one of the 
old race of Montrose humorists. He was coming out of church, and in 
the press of the kirk skailing, a young man thoughtlessly trod on the old 
gentleman’s toe, which was tender with corns. He hastened to apolo- 
gise, saying, “I am very sorry, sir; I beg your pardon.” The only 
ackhowledgment of which was the dry answer, “ And ye’ve as muckle 
need, sir.” 

From a first rate Highland authority I have been supplied with the 
following clever and crushing reply to what was intended as a sarcastic 
compliment and a smart saying. 

About the beginning of the present century, the then Campbell, of 
Combie, on Loch Awe side, in Argyleshire, was a man of extraordinary 
character, and of great physical strength, and such swiftness of foot that 
it is said he could “ catch the best tup on the hill.” He also looked upon 
himself as a “pretty man,” though in this he was singular; also, it 
was more than whispered that the laird was not remarkable for his 
principles of honesty.

There also lived in the same district a Miss MacNabb of Bar-a’- 
Chaistril, a — who, before she had passed the zenith of life, had never 
been remarkable for her beauty—the contrary even had into a 
proverb, while she was in her teens; but, to counterbalance this defect 
in external qualities, nature had endowed her with great benevolence, 
while she was renowned for her probity. One day the Laird of Combie, 
who piqued himself on his bon-mots, was, as frequently happened, a guest 
of Miss MacNabb’s, and after dinner, several wasts had gone round as 
usual, Combie addressed his hostess, and requested an especial bumper, 
insisting on all the guests to fill to the brim. He then rose, and said, 
addressing himself to Miss MacNabb, “I propose the old Scottish toast 
of ‘Honest men and Donnie Jasses,’” and, bowing to the hostess, he re- 
sumed his seat. The lady returned his bow with her usual amiable 
smile, and, taking up her glass, replied, “ Weel, Combie, I am sure we 
may drink that, for it will neither apply to you nor me.” 





THE BRITISH MUSEUM. 
From “‘ Ninety Days’ Worth of Europe,” by Edward E. Hale. 


In London, my first care was to establish myself near the British Ma- 
seum, where I had occasion to study. And let me say, once for all, 
that, as before, I found myself at home in London at once. At the Mu- 
seum, Mr. Panizzi, that prince of librarians, was most kind and cordial, 
He introduced me to everybody who could help me; and I was almost 
instantly happily at work among their invaluable manuscripts. Here, 
and at the State-paper Office, I was engaged on a little essay in the his- 
tory of America. Think, dear reader, of running your eye over Walter 

taleigh’s private letters about Virginia, in his own manuscript! The his- 
tory of America cannot now be written without the use of the resources 
which Lendon gives. As the new reading-room of the Museum has not 
been long established, and as it has no rival even in “ Arabian Nights,” 
I must try to give some idea of its princely hospitality. 

Here is a circular hall, then, built in what was the quadrangle, sur- 
rounded by the old Museum. It isone hundred and forty feet in diame- 
ter; high enough to admit three galleries, giving access to books, It is 
covered by a dome, of which the greater part is glass. This magnificent 
circle is broken by no columns; the dome being wholly supported by 
the side-walls. This whole concave wall within is then halved, and 
filled with books, excepting the space occupied by the door of entrance 
2 visitors, and the opposite door by which the attendants come 
and go. 

This hall contains more than sixty thousand volumes, which are 
called, in the magnificent phrase of the Museum, the “ books of refer- 
ence.” Remember that we have hardly a public library in America 
larger than this, and that these books are selected from the whole col- 
lection of this Museum, and you will understand that here is almost ev- 
ery thing which even an ordinary student, not working up a speciality, 
would require. To these sixty thousand books everybody has access; 
being permitted to take them down as he pleases, to read in the hall: 
for it must be understood, that no book is ever taken from the library. 
This is, indeed, an essential rule in all public libraries which mean to ac- 
commodate students. How gross it would be, when a new subject of 
general interest came up, to Jet the first men who came along carry to 
their homes the special critical books needed to illustrate that sub- 
ject! 

A circle in the middle of the reading-room is surrounded by the ta- 
bles and desks of the corps of attendants, who stand within, ready to 
answer any demands for books not among the “ books of reference.” 
On the outside of this table is another circular table, under which stand 
the folio catalogues. There are probably three or four hundred volumes 
of these catalogues, most of them being in manuscript. They must be 
in manuscript in a library which enlarges by fifty thousand volumes a 
year; or rather this will be necessary until Professor Jewett's plan for 
stereotyping titles is established. Meanwhile, where you can take for 
granted, as you can at the British Museum, that they have every = 
there is very clearly no need of a printed catalogue, except as a wel 
edited list of all the books now available in the world would be a very 
great convenience to all scholars. 

From these tables on the lines of radii of the hall, there run twenty- 
five series of tables, with desks for the accommodation of students, I 
do not know the private gentleman who has in his own study such con- 
venient apparatus for the consultation of books and for writing as is pro- 
vided here at about three hundred and twenty escritoirs for as many 
students. Each desk has its different racks and shelves to support the 
various books consulted, in a set of ingenious mechanical appliances 
such as I have never elsewere seen. 

Any person who wishes to make use of this reading-room may obtain 
a ticket for the day by asking for it. If he wishes to work there a longer 
time, he may obtain a ticket for a year by bringing an introduction from 
some person so far known to the officers of the Museum, that they are 
willing to take him as a voucher. Practically, anybody who wants this 
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introduction can obtain it. Armed with this introduction, you go into 
the reading-room, place your pertfolio on any desk you choose (say, D. 
8), which then becomes your place for the day ; and you are master, for 
the day, of this princely collection of five hundred thousand volumes, of 
which a tenth part are manuscripts which have never been printed. 
As I have said, you may take down any of the “ books of reference,” 
without asking leave of any one. For any book not in this hall, how- 
ever, you must send; and here the process of account-keeping is simple 
and rapid. It is the same as that in the Astor Library, but may not be 
familiar to my readers. You are provided with any number of blanks, 
of the form here annexed.

It is not on the system, however, alone, that the comfort of a reader 
depends, but on the administration of the system. 
most public libraries break down. Without specifying cases on our side 
of the Atlantic, I may tell how I tested the Imperial Library in Paris, 
and how it failed. I went to one of the cases to which readers had not 
access, and copied the name of one of Lepsius’s books, which I could see 
through the wire door: I did this simply to test the administration. 
Then I sent this in, in form, as my order. After two or three messages 
to me about what they had and what they had not, which ended in my 
directing them to bring me all Lepsius’s works they had, they brought 
me two old pamphlets of his, but said they were in despair to 
find that they had not in the collection the book whose title I had just 
before read there, within thirty feet of the librarian-in-chief. At the 
British Museum, on the other hand, I do not remember & mistake in the 
delivery—which was also the very rapid delivery—of all the hundreds 
of books which I had occasion to consult there during uty stay in Lon- 
don. Both here and at the State-paper Office, where I was at work 
very often, they seemed to me to have quite “the right men in the right 

laces.” At the State-paper Office they have just now completed the 
ndex to the American Papers, with admirable precision. It is invalu- 
able to students on this side.

ton; The Natural and Supernatural, or Man, Physical, Apparitional, and 
Spiritual, by J. Jones; Mr. Hopkins’s Essay on Winds and Storms. In Natu- 
ral History, a second volume of Dr. Bree’s Birds in Europe, which does not 
include British birds; and also a little Collection of Tales and Anecdotes of 
Animals, by Lady Julia Lockwood, entitled Instinct or Reason. The subject 
of Art may be allowed to have exhausted itself for awhile in our last “ Cir- 
eular ;” but among books about Art we have an interesting little Essay on 
the Life and Works a Mr. Holman Hunt. 

History and Biography have been more prolific. First and foremost we 
have Mr. J. Lothrop Motley’s two volumes of the History of the United 
Netherlands, and Mr. Hepworth Dixon’s Personal History of Lord Bacon, 
published this day. Mr. Macknight, in a third volume, concludes his enthu- 
siastic Life of Edmund Burke. Mr. Kingsley, in his eloquent Lecture on the 
Limits of Exact Science as — to History, administers a wholesome cor- 
rective to the too confident philosophers of progress ; while on the other side 
the anonymous Author of The Progress of Nations, or the Principles of Na- 
tional Development in relation to Statesmanship, and Mr. A. Alison in his 
less portly volume on the Philosophy and History of Civilization, attempt to 
show that the history of mankind is really subject to fixed laws. We must 
not omit to mention the Seventh Volume of the Supplementary Despatches 
of the Duke of Wellington, extending from 1810 to 1813; nor Sir A. Malet’s 
Translation of the Conquest of England, from the Wace’s Romance de Rou, 
which is sumptuously illustrated by photographs from the Bayeux Tapestry ; 
nor the anonymous Sketch of King Edward the First, entitled The Greatest 
of all the Plantagenets; nor the interesting Journal and Correspondence of 
Lord Auckland, in two volumes, edited by the Bishop of Bath and Welis. 
Under this head we must also class Miss Wilson’s Memoir of her Brother, Dr. 
George Wilson; Mr. R. 8S. Hardy’s Sketch of William Grimshaw, who was 
incumbent of Haworth about the middle of the last century; Difficulties 
Overcome, Scenes in the Life of Alexander Wilson, the ornithologist, by C. 
Lucy Brightwell; Mr. Alexander’s second series of his well-known Storied 
Traditions of Scottish Life; and perhaps Mr. Wilkins’s Political Ballads of 
the Seventeenth and Eighteenth Centuries, two vols., which carry their 
readers back, quite as completely as any formal history, to the days of the 
Cabal, the Assassination Plot, Sacheverel, Walpole, and the Gin Act. 

Among Travellers and Geographers, Mr. Uind has published his elabo- 
rately prepared narrative of the Canadian Red River Exploring Expedition 
of 1857, in 2 vols., with its abundant tinted illustrations (chromoxylographs), 
woodcuts, maps, and geological plans; Captain Sherard Osborne his Japanese 
Fragments, with curious fac-similes by native artists; and an author, who 
styles himself Cadwallader Cummerbund, a work entitled From Southampton 
to Caleutta. In addition to which we have Mr. Kohl’s Travels in Canada, 
translated by Mrs. Percy Sinnett, and revised by the author; a Lady’s Nar- 
rative of One Hundred and One Days on Horseback, conveying the reader 
from Rome to Lucerne, and promising to show him “Garibaldi at Home ;” 
and lastly, Mr. W. H. G. Kingston’s My First Voyage to Southern Seas, which 
perhaps may border upon the department of fiction. 

In Theology we have a Biblical Commentary on St. John’s Epistle, in eon- 
tinuation of the work of Olshausen, translated from Ebrard, by the Rev. W. 
B. Pope; also, a second volume of another important foreign work, being a 
condensed translation, by the Rev. Dr. Bomberger and others, of Herzog’s 
Protestant Encyclopedia, with additions; also, Dr. Moberly’s Sermons, 
preached before the University of Oxford; and the first volume of the Pos- 
thumous Works of Dr. Ralph Wardlaw, edited by his son, to be completed 
in eight neat volumes, crown 8vo. 

In Fiction we find The Twickenham Tales, by a Society of Novelists, in 
2 vols.; Mr. Dudley Costello’s Holidays with Hobgoblins, illustrated by Geo. 
Cruikshank (a collection of stories from the magazines, etc.); The Bishop’s 
Daughter in the Eleventh Century, 1 vol.; and a Christmas book, entitled 
Whispering Voices of the Yule. In Juvenile Literature—Holme Lee’s Le- 
gends from Fairy Land, a delightful book for the young, no less from the 
charm of the legends themselves than from its excellent illustrations; The 
Autobiography of Frank, by the author of the Gipsy’s Daughter, etc. ; The 
Babes in the Wood, illustrated with ten drawings by a Lady, printed in 
colors; Old Tales for the Young as newly told; the Dog Crusoe, a tale; by 
R. M. Ballantyne, and the Children’s Picture Book of the Life of Joseph, with 
illustrations by Henry Warren. While among Miscellaneous works of im- 
portance, we ought to mention Madame de Barrera’s curious and entertain- 
ing History of Gems and Jewels. .

Goutp & Lixcoty favor us with a copy of ‘“‘ The Life of Trust: beiag a 
Narrative of the Lord's Dealings with George Maller, written by himself.” 
It has been condensed, and is edited by Rev. H. Lincoln Wayland, and con- 
tains an Introduction by Francis Wayland. This volume contains a very 
curious and instructing record. Its condensation, while rendering it more 
convenient and accessible to readers, involves no diminution of interest. We 
extract a passage from the Introduction, which will serve to give an idea of 
the central and most prominent fact in the work: “The most remarkable 
instance of the efficacy of prayer with which I am acquainted, is that recorded 
in the following pages. It seems, in fact, to be a practical illustration of the 
meaning of those passages of Scripture which I have already recited. A young 
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German Christian, friendless and unknown, is conscious of what he believes 
to be a-call from the Lord to attempt something for the benefit of the poor 
vagabond children of Bristol. He is at this time preaching the Gospel to a 
small company of believers, from whom, at his own suggestion, he receives no 
salary, being supported day by day by the voluntary offerings of his brethren. 
Without the promise of aid from any being but God, he commences his work. 
In answer to prayer, funds are received as they are needed, and the attempt 
succeeds beyond his expectation. After a few years he is led to believe that 
God has called him to establish a house for the maintenance and education of 
orphans. He was impelled to this effort, not only from motives of benevo- 
lence, but from a desire to convince men thatGod was a Livine God, as ready 
now as ever to answer prayer; and that, in the discharge of any duty to 
which he calls us, we may implicitly rely upon his all-sufficient aid in every 
emergency. Mr. Miiller was led to undertake this work in such a manner, 
that aid could not be expected from any being but God. He did not, of 
course, expect God to create gold and silver, and put them into his hands. 
He knew, however, that God could incline the hearts of men to aid him, and 
he believed, if the thing that he attempted was of Him, that he would so in- 
cline them, in answer to prayer, as his necessities should ee Most men, 
in making such an attempt, would have spread the case before the public, 

‘ employed agents to solicit in its behalf, and undertaken nothing until funds 
adequate to the success of the enterprise had been already secured. But Mr. 
Miiller, true to his principles, would do no such thing. From the first day to 
the present moment, he has neither directly nor indirectly solicited either of 
the public or of an individual a single penny. As necessities arose, he simply 
laid his case before God, and asked of him all that he needed, and the supply 
has always been seasonable and unfailing.”

Hazlett, author of “ The Heights of Eidelburg,” who thus introduces her 
book: ‘‘In submitting this work to the community, the author feels she has 
their sympathy in regard to the Hebrew race.

is by Thomas H. Hoskins, M. D., who remarks in his Preface: “The practice 
of adulterating alimentary articles with substances either worthless or inju- 
rious, for the purpose of gain, has prevailed extensively in Europe, and espe- 
cially in England, for a long time. Many years ago, the attention of the 
public in that country was called to the subject by Accum, in his book en- 
titled ‘Death in the Pot,’ and the startling revelations which he made 
attracted for a time great attention, Nothing was done, however, to arrest 
the evil, which, extending wonderfully by the aid of capital, and reinforeed 
by the appliances of chemistry and the teachings of knavish experience, has 
become at last so enormous, as to call imperatively for governmental interfer- 
ence, to protect the lives and pockets of the public. ‘This abuse, so profitable, 
as might be expected, has not failed to find imitators in this country, who are 
not far behind their English compeers either in roguery or skill. Occasional 
articles in the newspapers, in different parts of the country, though usually 
dealing with a few isolated cases, have not failed to excite an uneasiness in 
the public mind, which leads them to seek more extended and accurate infor- 
mation. This it has been my object in the following pages to furnish.”
